REMOVAL REPORTED 

SHANGHAI (tP)—Col. Shingoro Has- 
himoto, commanding Japanese troops 
along the upper Yangtse, has been re- 
moved from his post as the result of 
troop attacks on United States and 
British warships, Americans arriving 
here asserted today. 

It was asserted that Hashimoto, po- 
litically powerful firebrand of the ex- 
tremist element in the Japanese army, 
was relieved of his command last Sat- 
urday and replaced by a fellow colonel 
who “showed a much more cooperative 
spirit.” 

The Americans, who arrived here 
from Wuhu, did not know whether 
Hashimoto had been recalled or trans- 
ferred to another command. Foreign 
military experts suggested that he 
probably was given another command. 
His mere removal, they said, would be 
a sufficient indication of the concern 
of the Japanese army at attacks on 
United States and British ships. 

Hashimoto was regarded by foreign- 
ers here as the man really responsible 
for the machine gunning of the Am- 
erican gunboat Panay, as it sank after 
it was abandoned, by Japanese troops 
in launches. 

Col. Hashimoto is alleged to have 
said, after attacks by his troops De- 
cember 13 on the British gunboat 
Ladybird and the Panay, that he had 
orders to fire on all ships in the Yang- 
tse regardless of nationality. It was 
denied afterward that Hashimoto had 
any such orders. 


Autopsy Ordered 
In Film Death 


Ted Healy Stricken After 
“Celebration” Of Birth 
Of Son 5 Days Ago 


HOLLYWOOD, (lP)—A badly discol- 
ored eye and two tiny silver clips clos- 
ing a cut over the other eye prompted 
police today to urder an autopsy on 
the body of Ted Healy, 42, stage and 
screen comedian who died yesterday. 

Police also investigated reports of 
a fight Healy allegedly engaged in on 
Sunday night in a fashionable night 
club. 

If the autopsy warrants official ac- 
tion said they would question numer- 
ous film stars and others who were in 
the Trocadero Club Sunday night when 
the comedian was there celebrating the 
birth of his first child, a son, born 
five days ago. 

Healy died suddenly yesterday and 
it was at first announced that death 
had been due to a “stroke.” But his 
physician, Dr. Wyland Lamont, refused 
to sign a certificate setting forth the 
cause of death.

Sharp Conflict Expected Over 
“Aid-To-Business” Program 
In January Session

WASHINGTON, (lP—Administration 
leaders cleared away the wreckage of 
President Roosevelt's special session 
program today to prepare for a strug- 
gle over contro] of an aid-to-business } 
legislative campaign starting in Janu- 
ary. 

The regular session of Congress ap- 
peared certain to witness sharp conflict, 
between administration leaders seek- 
ing to encourage business with the 
least possible sacrifice to the new deal 
program and congressional rebels seex- 
ing more drastic legislative action at | 
the expense of the new dealers. 

The chief points at issue will be the | 
extent to which Congress will go in 
legislation for tax relief, revival of the 
wages and hours bill, extension of gov- 
ernmental power development, reor- 
gananization of the executive branch, 
and foreign policy. Many legislators 
believed the outcome would bear heav- | 
ily on the future of the new deal pro- 
gram generally. 

The special session ended yesterday 
without completing any item on Mr. 
Roosevelt’s legislative program. The 
final decisions in January may de- 
‘pend on the ability of the administra- 
tion to combat the current business re- 
cession and with major legislation in 
this status:
